CPERATING FERMIT GENERAL PROVIZIONS

All emissions authorized herein shall be consistent with the terms and conditions
of this permit. fThe emission of any pollutant in excess of the limitations
specified herein, or noncompliance with any other condition or limitation
contained in this permit, shall constitute a vioclation of this permit and the
Rules for the Contyol of Aix Pollution in Idahe, and the Environmental Protection
and Health Act, Idaho Code 33-101 et. seq.

The Permittee shall at all times (except as provided in the Rules for the Control
of Air Pellution in Idahe} maintain in ¢good working order and operate as
efficiently as practicable, all treatment or control faclilities or systems
installed or used to achisve compliance with the terms and conditions of this
permit and other applicable laws for the control of air pellution.

The Permittee shall allow the Director, and/or his authorized representative(s),
upon the presentation of credentials:

To enter upon the Permittee's premises where an emission source ks located, or
in which any records are required to be Xept under the terms and conditions of
this permit; and

At reasonable times to have agcess to and copy any records reguired to be kept
under the terms and conditions of this permit, Lo inspect any monitoring methods
required in this permit, and to reguire stack emission testing {(i.e., performance
tests) in conformance with state approved or accepted EPA procedures when deemed
appropriate by the Director.

Except for data detemmined to be confidential under Secticn 3%-111, Idaho Code,
all reporis prepared in accordance with the terms of this pemmit shall be
available for publice inspection at the appropriaste regional office of the
Pivision of Envircamental Quality.

Nothing in this permit is intended to relieve or exempt the Permitiee from
compliance with any applicable federal, state, or local law or regulation, except
as specifically provided herein.

In the esvent of any change in control or ownership of scurce{s) from which the
sauthorized emissions emanate, the Permitiee shall notifly the succeeding owner or
controllezr of the existence of this permit by letter, a copy of which shall be
forwarded to the Director.

This permit shall be renewable on the expiration date, provided the Permittee
submits any and all information necessary for the Director to determine the
amount and type of air pollutants emitted from the equipment for which this
permit is granted. Failure to submit such informaticn within sixzxty (60} days
after receipt of the Director's request shall cause the permit to be voided,

The Director may reguire the Permittes {o develop a list of COperation and
Maintenance Procedures which must be approved by the Department. Such list of
procedures shall become a part of this permit by refesrence, and the Permittee
shall adhere to all of the operation and maintenance procedures contained
therein.

Performance tests (l.e.; alr emission source tests) conducted pursuant to testing
reguirements in this permit must be conducted in accordance with the Department's
Procedures Manual for Air Peilution Control. Such testing shall not be conducted
on weekends or state holidays unless the permittee obtains prior Department
approval.

The permittee shall submit a test protocol and a proposed test date for sach
performance fest reguired by this permit to the Department for approval at least
thirty (30) days prior to each respective test date (including each test date for
periodic tests such as, for example, annual tests). The permittee shall promptly
notify the Department of any change in the proposed test date and shall provide
at least five (5) working days advanced npotice prior to conducting any
rescheduled test, unless the Department approves & shorter notice period.

Within forty-five (43) days of the date on which a performance test reguired by
this permit is concluded, the permittee shall submit to the Department a
performance test report for the respective test. The performance test report
shall include any and all process operating data required to be recorded during
the test periocd as well as the test results, raw test data, and associated
documentation.

The maximum allowable source operating rate shall be limited to 120% of the
average operating rate attained during the most recent performance test conducted
pursuant t¢ this permit which demonstrated compliance with the respective
pellutant emission limit unless; (1) a more restrictive operating limit is
specified elgewhere in thig permit or; (2} at such an operating rate, emissions
would exceed any emission limit{s) set forth in this permit.

The provisions of this permit are sewverable; and if any provision of this pemmit
to any circumstance is held invalid, the application of such provision to other
eircumstances, and the remainder of this permit shall not be affected therxeby.
